Dates will be announced later and 
all are asked to watch and be pres- 


ent at the demonstratione, It will 
be of benefit to all groWers. Sim- 
ilar programs will be outlined in 
the other departments, particularly 


the Dairy and Citrus. Announcements 
of programs will be made later.

HE Editorial profession re- 
T cently presented Editor 
President Harding with a 


fine chair as an evidence 
of the esteem in which he is held 
by members of the craft and of 
his promotion to the most im- 
portant place in the service of 
his eountry.

And 
if while I am an occupant of this 
chair I ean add to the good feel- 
ing of our republic and then 
make our republic the exemplar 
of good feeling throughout the 
world, my services will not have 
been in vain.”’
